Object of the new anti-litterbug 
drive is to reduce the amount of 
roadside rubble which appears to 
be increasing in proportion with 
the amount of construction work 
going on hereabouts. ’ 
Kettmann said that a " g o o d 


deal" of the litter can be traced to 
workmen who labor here but live 
elsewhre.

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Ike Says U.S. 
Wants End of 
German Split 


Joint Communique 
With Adenauer Tells 
of U.S. Determination

BONN, Germany — HOT — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower reaffirmed today 
that the United ¡States seeks an 
end to "the tragic division of 
Germany." He promised that un­ 
id then the U.S. and its allies 
will protect the freedom and wel­ 
fare of the people of Berlin. 
Eisenhower's renewed p l e d g e 
came in a joint communique with 
Chancellor Konrad ‘denauer lliat 
would up the President s 23-hour 
visit to the West German capital. 
The statement outlined the com­ 
mon policies of Washington a n d 
Bonn. 


THE COMMUNIQUE spoke 
of 
the "close ties between the tw o 
countries.” and said that “t h e 
mutual cooperation of both their 
countries within the Atlantic alli­ 
ance . . . will . . . continue to be 
one of the pillars of the foreign 
policies of the two countries." 
The communique was Issued af 
ter a press conference in which 
the President made these major 
points: 


HE BELIEVES HIS planned ex­ 
change of visits with Soviet Pre­ 
m ier Nikita Khrushchev may help 
break the cold war ice jam. 
He deplored "bomb rattling’’ in 
world diplomacy. 
He said it would be a "grave 
m istake" to hold a summit con­ 
ference unless the West is fully 
confident that some real progres 
can be achieved, and he would 
not attend a summit meeting that 
would amount to a propaganda 
mill. 


HE HOPED HIS present mission 
to Europe will pave the way for 
better relations with Russia. 
Eisenhower and Adenauer ended 
almost six hours of cold war talks, 
then drove to a nearby helicopter 
pad for a hop bo Wahn Airfield. 
The President left at 9:16 a m. 
p.d.t. by jet airliner to London.

MEXICO EARTHQUAKE 
KILLS AT LEAST 10,’ 
INJURES HUNDREDS 


MEXICO CITY — TPI) — South 
eastern Mexico today began dig­ 
ging out from under the wreck­ 
age of a violent earthquake that 
left at least 10 dead and hun­ 
dreds injured. 
Authorities feared the death toll 
would soar as rescue teams car­ 
ried on the grim search through 
collapsed homes and buildings. 
Unofficial reports filtering 
n 
from Isolated towns and villages 
estimated the quake had caused 
more than 60 fatalities. Several 
thousand persons were homeless 
and damage estim ates ran Into 
the millions of dollars. 


Krushchev Says 
East-West Now 
'At Turning Point’ 


MOSCOW TPt — Soviet P r e ­ 
m ier Nikita S. Khrushchev h a s 
fired off another warning to West 
Germany *about Soviet 
military 
might but he «aid East-West rela­ 
tions may be at an historic turn­ 
ing point. 
The letter was sent to W e s t 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade­ 
nauer Aug. 19 but was not pub­ 
lished in the Soviet press until to­ 
day. 


IN THE MAIN it appeared to 
be telling Adenauer not to r o c k 
the boat: 
that big things could 
come of the forthcoming 
meet­ 
ings between President Eisenhow­ 
er and Khrushchev if Adenauer 
did not Interfere. 
Publication coincided with t h e 
meeting between Eisenhower and 
Adenauer in Bonn today. 


THE SOVIET PREMIER accus­ 
ed the West German government 
of being more interested in arm ­ 
ing the West German arm y with 
nuclear and missile weapons than 
with revindication of E ast a n d 
West Germany. 
He warned Adenauar that not 
even the combined m ilitary might 
of the West could equal the power 
of the Soviet bloc. 


177 Passengers 
Escape Injury in 
5 Plane Mishaps

trouble Wednesday but all 177 per­ 
sons involved got to the ground 
safely. 
Two of the planes were Boeing 
707 jets. 
An American Airlines 707 with 
107 persons aboard had to fly past 
its schedued stop at Dallas, Tex., 
while crewmen cranked down the 
wheels. The hydraulic system had 
failed. The 
plane was 
able to 
make a landing at Fort Worth.

The 99 passengers of the New 
York to Dallas flight were flown 
back to Dallas in conventional pro 
peller planes after a two - hour 
delay.

WAGNER TOLD eh# « o u n ^ f l 
that the Federal .Aeronautics Aa* 
sociauon has been to touch woth 
city administrative personnel, and 
were told that they must decida 
on a possible bond issue in order 
to get government aid on the air­ 
port purchase. 
Observer» indicated the oouncS 
may have acted prematurely but 
actually had little choice because 
of the tim e factor. Although there 
is presently a btU m the Congress 
of the United States which would 
allow the sale of the airport by 
the Agua Caliente Indians to the 
city, the local Indian tribe m ust 
yet approve the sale. 


THE COUNCIL tentatively 
set 
the election for the month of Feb. 
ruary. Wagner aleo reported that 
airline officials, airport operator 
Roy Shreck, and FA A 
official* 
m et with him this week to talk 
over the start of turbo-prop air­ 
line service in Palm Spring- 
He said that Bonanza Airline* 
proposes to start turbo-prop ser­ 
vice in November and that Shell 
Oil Company has asked permis­ 
sion to build a special jet fuel sup­ 
ply depot at the runway apron. 
The installation of the new fuel 
depot at the local airport will not 
cost the city or the airport opera­ 
tors anything. In the event t h e 
local airport should ever be aban­ 
doned. Shell would retain the right 
to take the installation out.

ORDERED BY IKE 


WASHINGTON — ATI) — Em er­ 
gency arm s and equipment will be 
airlifted immediately to Laos to 
help repulse spreading C o m m il- 
nist guerilla attacks. U. S. offi­ 
cials said today 
U S Pacific commander Adm. 
Harry D Felt has been given the 
job of carrying out the decision 
announced' Wednesday to rush ad­ 
ditional arm s and money aid to 
the former Indo-China republic. 


FELT HAS AIR Force. Navy 
and Marine planes un<V?r his com­ 
mand. 
No dollar amount on 
the aid 
was available. However, enough 
money to pay and equip m o r e 
than 5.000 additional local militia 
and arm y troops was to be turned 
over to the Laotian government. 


THE EQUIPMENT itself con­ 
sists of World War Il-type small 
arme, uniforms and 
tents 
now 
available at several U. S. bases 
in the F ar East 
These include 
Okinawa. The Philippines, Formo­ 
sa and Guam . 
Since Laos is a land - locked 
country without railroad service 
to its capital, the equipment ne­ 


cessarily m ust be transported by 


THERE WAS EXPECTED to be 
little delay in making the equip­ 
ment available to the 23,000-man 
Laotian army. Officials conceded 
it may take a m atter of months 
to train additional troops for fight­ 
ing the Communist insurgents in 
the Laotian jungles. 
S t a t e Department spokesmen 
m ade clear that the question of 
intervention by U.S 
troops 
has 
not yet been seriously considered. 
The same was true for armed In­ 
tervention by the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization 
which h a s

HOW IS PRESIDENT Eisen­ 
hower going to treat this diffi­ 
culty when he visits President 
de Gaulle?

"sphere of influence.” In bald 
terms, it means the Great Pow­ 
ers are permitted to do as they 
like in their own parts of the 
world.

Kassem is not the f i r s t , nor 
HI be be the last, of the revolu- 
onists. The problem of Iraq. 
I in most Middle East coun- 
ies, is exploitation by foreign- 
■s and by Iraq's own kind. The 
troducLon oí Communism 
is 


an afterthought. Communism is 
simply trying to fill the vacuum 
by supporting any revolutionary 
movement. They supported Gen­ 
eral Abdel Karim Kassem and 
the army in the successful over­ 
throw of King Feisal, Prem ier 
Nuru Es-Said and Prince Abdul 
Illah, who were all m urdered 
on July 14. 1958. Now the Reds 
re trying to get rid of Kassem. 
The Red pattern is always the 
same. 


FORTUNATELY for the West 
it appears that at least Prem ier 
Kassem openly opposes a Com­ 
munism drive to take control of 
the government. But under him 
are other leaders of the revolu­ 
tion who unquestionably 
follow 
the Communist line . . . l i k e 
Kassem 's cousin' Colonel Fadhil 
Mahdawi. chief justice oí t h e 
powerful Baghdad People's Court 
. . . Colonel Wasfi Tahir, who 
personally shot King Feisal . . . 
Economic Minister 
Dr. 
Kubba 
and others. General Kassem is 
definitely not a Comunist, but 
used the Communists — who are 
the best organized party in Iraq 
—to gain power. 
At this writing the Reds over­ 
played their hand with Kassem 
by claiming credit for the suc­ 
cess of the revolution . . . and 
dem andjig a greater representa­ 
tion in the government. Kassem 
last month struck back hard by 
ordering suspension oí political 
parties for an "indefinite period 
during the transition." This m ay 
work at the top level of govern­ 
m ent function, but the police, 
press, finance, courts are infest­ 
ed with Reds or Red-sympathiz­ 
ers and Kassem may have his 
work cut out for him to keep the
